The city of Omdurman was bathed 
in the light of the quarter moon and 
the stars as the Elfin passed, making 
a picture of surprising beauty, in- 
creased by the strange contrast of the 
mud houses with the more modern 
European structures of Khartoum, just 
across the river.

BILLBOARD LAW. 


SIX FRET THE LIMIT. 

After weeks of effort, the City At- 
torney yesterday reported me bin- 
board ordinance, intended to minimize, 
if not eradicate, the unsightly struc- 
tures all over Los Angeles. In order 
to make the ordinance the city was 
first made into dive fire districts, and 
this also serves the purpose of evading 
the Burnett law, ent- 
houses, which would have invalidated 
half the building ordinances of the city 
regarding apartments. 

Four of the five districts are the old 
fire limits of Los Angeles, San ro, 
Wilmington and Hollywood. The fifth 
it all that portion of the city not con- 
tained in the other four. 

This gives the city the right to reg- 
ulate fences as to height, with a view 
to safety in case of fire. and the ordi- 
nance fixes six feet as the limit. Treat- 
ing a billboard as a fence the ord- 
nance provides that no fence or bin- 
board shall exceed six feet measuring 
from the surface of the ground. Other 
provisions are: 

No advertisement may be pusted or 
painted or tacked on anything that ob- 
structs the streets. No paint, paste or 
adhesive y be pla on any side- 
walk or st „ thus enabling the city 
to prosecute bill posters who drip paste 
or leave paper or waste about 1 Js. 
even when they 

Each board must bear the owner's 

name or that of the company leasing 
it, and all vehicles used in bill post- 
ing must bear the name of the owner, 
and all tacked signs must bear the 
name of the person or firni doing the 
tacking. Every engaged in the 
business of bill posting must wear a 
badge or shield giving the name of 
his employer. 
No nude figures or offensive 
tures, nothing depicting drunkenness, 
murder, suicide, theft er other ‘crime 
or criminal act, may be put on any 
boar.i. 

The ordinance permits painting or 
pasting signs on the walls of hiuldings 
and specifically repeals the old fence 
ordinance and the old billboard ordi- 


nance. 

The new ordinance is what the City 
Attorney's ce calls “stretching the 
law to the it’ in order to provide 
some restrictions to the billboard gu 
sance. As it bas been referred to the 
Legisiative Committee a hearing win 
probably be given to the bill ters 
and property owner# tomorrow hight 
in the Council chantber. 

President Works objected to the or- 
dinance because it not require 
the billboards to be a certain distance 
from the ground, and because it does 
not fix the nearest distance from any 
house to which they may be bulit. He 
also thought it a mistake to treat the 
height of fences as a part of the bil- 
board subject.

MPERIAL IS ITS NAME. 

A newspaper published at El Centro, the county 
seat of Imperial county, on March 12 issued a 
“Progress and Opportunities Edition.” It certainly 
shows surprising things for the valley, which 
only a few years ago was a desert, considered irre- 
claimable and with scarcely a handful of inhabi- 
tants and no industries of any consideration. 

This edition devotes four solid pages of reading 
matter to the “Five Cities of the Valley.” They 
are El Centro, Brawley, Imperial, Holtville and 
Calexico. These four pages show illustrations of 
business centers, industrial districts, ranch homes 
and artesian wells. Every one of these five towns 
seems to be flourishing, with as great promise as 
the vegetation down in the rich valley under suns 
more than semi-tropic. 

Figures are eloquent and tell the truth when not 
used by a prevaricator. The county’s expert ge- 
countant furnishes statistics which we take the 
liberty of condensing. The total assessed value of 
all property in this new county amounts to $9,521,- 
592. The country real estate of Imperial county 
is responsible for nearly half this large sum of 
money valuation. But when you think that the 
county includes 4000 square miles of land and that 
the development of this valley has just begun, you 
have but to look ahead a few years to the time 
when the assessed value of property in Imperial 
county will reach $100,000,000. 

There are sixty-two school teachers down in Im- 
perial county in common schools, and in four high 
schools there are twenty-one teachers occupied in 
the education of the children who multiply there 
as fast as the weeds. The county expended on the 
schools and school buildings last year nearly 
$200,000, on roads $46,500, and the total expenses 
of the county came to $383,353.

Question of Increased Freight Rate 
on Lemons Will Start Bitter Fight 
‘Before Commission — injunction 


will give a hearing in this vity, the 
23rd inst. The question of increased 
freight rates on citrus fruit is the 
most important matter to come up. 
While the basis of the protest of the 
Bhippers is the arbitrary reise of 15 


Congress increased the tariff, the al- 
leged excessive charges for transport- 
ing oranges and providing refrigera- 
tion will also be considered. 

Lemons for years were carried to 
all Eastern points for a maximum 
charge of $1 4 box. Even at. this 
freight tariff, the Nmon growers were 
barely able to hold their own ‘with the 
the Italian lemon raisers, where labor- 
ers are paid only a few cents a day. 
Congress was asked to raise the tariff 
from 1 cent to a cent and a halt a pound. 
Largely through the efforts of Senator 
Flint, the increase was granted. 

The growers had hardly begun to 
fee| the beneticient effects of the in- 
creased duty on foreign lemons when 
the railroads announced that they 
could not afford to carry lemons at 
the old rate. It was stated that a rate 
of $1.15 a box would go into effect aft- 


arose from every citrus grower and 
exchange in Southern California. 

A majority of the citrus fruit ex- 
changes at once brought an action in 
the United States Circuit Court to 
have the railroads enjoined from put- 
ting into effect, their contemplated 
raise. Judge Morrow of San Francis- 
co came to Los Angeles on purpose to

After strenuous Sections on the 
part of the railroads, the court granted 
an injunction, to remain in effect un- 
in the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion reaches a final decision. Some

If the commission decides this rate 
is unjust, the railroads will have to 
refund the difference between the o 
rate and t new. The hearing wi 
probably last several days.

He 
died because he was not given care 
like that which she is receiving.
